In my travels the othor day m the vi 
amity of the Niagara Malls, I visited the 
1enowned wonder of the age in architec- 


ture, the geat Suspension Budge It as 
built about two miles below the thunder- 
lng cataract, and attracts tho attention of 
multitudes visiting this locality of wọn- 
ders T was nota little disappointed with 
the simpheity of its construction, It has 
ever seemed to me an astonishing prodigy 
of modern umes, that a platforut, capable 
of sustaining several tons in weieht, could

no inventive genius had devised, matured, 
and executed the plan before Two tow- 
esof 55 foti height, are butin a col 
Hateral position on the verge of each lof 
ty bank, with a sufficient space between 
them for the bridge Ove: these towels 
lare stietched 1767 wues (size No 10) 
combined so as to form si\ wile ropes, d 
bout the sive of a man’s aim, and aie 
i strongly fastenod six ot eight rods fiam 
‘the shore Thee of them are placed 
each side of the platform, that bend down

As alfecting the distances of bodies and 
the magnitudes of fixed stars, it becomes 
a gient matter to discover the imtensity of 
the light of the sun, moon, and stars, The 
difference in the light of day and of the 
mht under the full moon 1s obyious to 
the common eyo m the general, but to de- 
termine the relative degrecs of light with 
any acemacy 1s hot so easy a task. It 
was a gaod while ago concluded’that thé, 
light of the sun 1s 300 000 times that of the 
moon Seen by day, the moon appears 
no biughter than the clouds on which the 
sun tsshining The largest and brightest 
of all the fixed stats is Sirius, or the døg- 
star, which ss now setting nearly with the 
sun Wollastore’s expernnents make the 
hight of the sun 801,072 umes gieater than 
that of the full moon, and the brightness 
of the sun to exceed that of Sirus twenty 
thousand milhon times Hence 1 follows 
that, with the acknowledged distance of 
Sirius, he must send forth 63 times as 
inuch hgbt asthe sun If Sinus were at 
the same distance with the sun, the sky 
and emih would be 63 umes ag bight as 
itas now under the full osbed sun, and the 
hght would be msofferable by our eyes 
Siujus may then be 63 times as large as 
the*sun, ot, 1f of the same magnitude os 
the, sun, must scatter 63 tunes as much 
hght.
